TREATMENT OF PLANTS ON ARRIVAL. 


The Plants, if in the least w tled, should be placed with paper about them in shallow pans with water comfortably warm 
to the hand, where they should remain twenty minutes to half an hour; this restores their vigor, revives their leaves and in- 
creases their vitality. 

Soil, for potting, should be composed of rotted sod about two-thirds, and one-third well rotted cow manure thoroughly 

mixed tozether. Where rotted sod cannot conveniently be procured, good, rich garden soil, with the addition of one-third 
or one-fourth well composted manure thoroughly incorporated together, will answer a very good purpose. 

Potting. Do not use too large pots at first potting, one size larger than those that the plants were originally grown in are 

best, and as the pots become filled with roots the plants should be repotted. Put a few pieces of broken pots in the bottom of 

the pots and be careful to press the soil firmly about the roots. Do not fill the pots quite full of soil, but leave about half an 
inch space to receive water. One thorough watering should be given, soakimg the soil to the bottom of the pots; place ina 
sheltered place where they will not be exposed to the wind or sun for two or three days, or until they commence to grow.

_ Broom Corn—Improved Evergreen 
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REPORT ON KAFFIR CORN. 


Is the Best Possible Crop for Arid Lands—Will Grow with a Minimum of Moisture and Yield from 35 to 70 Bushels 
Per Acre—As a Feed for Fattening all Kinds of Live Stock it is Said to Be Unexcelled. 
Suspends Growth During Drought—Testimony from Seven States. 


TorppKa, Kas., Jan. 15.—Several years of cultivation of 
Kaffir corn in Kansas have demonstrated that it is one of the 
most remunerative crops that can be grown under conditions 
existing in this State. That the farmers realize this fact is 
proven by the remarkable increase in the acreage shown by 
the reports of the Secretary of the State Board of Agriculture 
for 1895 In 1893 the total Kaffir corn acreage was 46,911; in 
1894, 95,237; and in 1895, 184,198. 


The State Agricultural College at Manhattan has been ex- 
perimenting with Kaffir corn since 1889. Two varieties of 
seed were used, which from its color are respectively denom- 
inated white and red Kaffir corn They are alike in their 
habits of growth. Both attain a height of five to six feet, or 
more on very rich soil. They both have short, stiff stalks, 
thickly covered with foliage, which somewhat resembles 
leaves of sorghum, and both produce a long, slender upright 
head, densely covered with small rounded seed. They differ, 
however, not only in the color of the seed, but also in the 
yield per acre and in the time of ripening. The red variety 
has, invariably, been the best yielder on the State farm, and 


it also matures a couple of weeks earlier than the white - 


seeded variety. While the red Kaffir corn has never been in- 
jured by frosts, the white variety has failed to mature seed 
more than once. Besides, an unduly large percentage of the 
stalks of this kind fail to push the head completely through 
through the sheath of the upper leaf, and from this cause a 
portion of the heads thus affected are moldy below, or at best 
bear but poorly developed seed on the portion covered by the 
sheath. This is rarely the case with the red variety For 
these reasons the red variety is considered much the better of 
the two. Both varieties are considered non-saccharine sor- 
ghum, and in common with all varieties of sorghum will stand 
drought much better than Indian corn. : 


Kaffir corn seed has been found equal to corn in feeding 
value, and the red variety yields rather better than corn in 
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all seasons, and in dry seasons will produce a moderate crop 
of seed when corn only produces fodder. 

The following table shows the result of six years of experi- 
ments on the State farm, a comparison being made between 
Kaffir corn and Indian corn:

Kaffir corn will do as well in good corn countries as Indian 
corn, and it will thrive in many places where corn cannot be 
grown atall. Several methods have been adopted in Kansas 
of cultivating Kaffir corn. Some farmers sow it as they do 
wheat and cut it for the fodder, only feeding the seed on the 
stalks Onthis subject, Prof. C. C. Georgeson of the State 
Agricultural College says: ‘‘Kaffir corn is best grown in 
rows thirty inches to three feet apart, and can be sown either 
witha sorghum drill or with a common wheat drill We use 
successfully an eight-hoe press drill, on which a!l except the 
first and fifth hoes are closed up. Wethen seed two rows at 
a time, thirty-two inches apart. A little practice will soon 
show how the drill must be set in order to sow the right quan- 
tity of seed. If it comes up too thick, it must be thinned. 
Good heads will be formed when the stalks are about four or 
five inches apartin the row. In all other respects it should 
be cultivated like corn.’’
